Puig claimed 
he had been ordained a priest in

Peters 
and others we got in touch with 
the director of St Anthony's Col- 
lege at Placetas, Cuba The super- 
ior wrote back 

“Mr Puig was never a Francis- 
can nor a priest, but simply an 
aspirant to lay-brother. He spent 
only about four months in the no- 
vitiate, could not pass the neces- 
sary requirements even for a lay- 
brother, thus has never taken even 
the simplest vows 

“Because of his having no work 
and because of poor home condi. 
tions, he was unfortunately permit- 
ted to continue helping with the 
work of the priests’ house as an act 
of charity, being sent to our parish 
in Placetas, which he suddenly left. 
going to live at the Protestant min- 
ister’s house and giving ‘confer- 
ences’ in the Protestant church 
about his conversion, thereby caus- 


ing a scandal in this town He ts 


a poorly educated, uncultured per- 
son, definitely disliking work, so 
we believe he has continued speak- 
ing of his conversion because It .1s 
an easy way of making a living 

“I wish to clear up another point 
In Spanish, the word ‘colegio’ 
means ‘school,’ not ‘college,’ as it 
‘has been translated up there. I am 


the director of St. Anthony's School, 


a parish school for boys from kin- 
dergarten to sixth grade, so you 
will understand that Mr. Puig's 
pretensions to professorship in a 
college amount to nothing. Even in 
the grade school, Mr. Puig did not 


teach, but only helped with various 
details of the boys care.”

to children. Always say yes 
Keep it positive. Otherwise you 
“inhibit” the child and he grows 
up with a negative attitude on life 

He must not have a negative at 
titude. It “warps his personality.” 
Let him murder someone if he 
wants to, but let's not “warp his 
personality.”

South Bend— Thanks to an $8,000 
contribution raised by the annual 
St. Joseph Hospital Charity Ball
